Fulton County is an asset to the agricultural community in the commonwealth

“We are not the biggest 
county in the state,” stated 
Roger Speed, “but we are a 
very important agricultural 
county.” Speed owns and 
operates Speed Ag on Hwy 166 
in Fulton County. The family 
owned and operated business 
opened their doors to Kentucky 
Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer on Wednesday, 
Aug. 1 for a meet and greet. 
Roger and Steve Speed own the 
the Fulton County business that 
moved from Cayce to its current 
location on Hwy 166 in 2000. 

“We are thinking about 
Fulton County and I realize 
how important a county this is 


to the agricultural community 
in Kentucky,” state Comer. “I 
know it is a pretty good haul 
from Frankfort to Fulton County. 
I know that sometimes people 
in Frankfort in the executive 
branch don’t make it here or 
to Monroe County where I am 
from either.” 

Comer, who has been the Ag 
Commissioner for seven months, 
spent the day in the four river 
counties. At 9 a.m., his first stop 
of the day, Comer was greeted 
by a host of Fulton County 
public officials, agricultural 
leaders, and farmers. Comer was 
on a mission to travel to all 120 
counties in the Commonwealth, 
educating non-agricultural 
groups and speaking to farmers

along the way. 

“I realize the challenges you 
have gone through this year with 
the drought,” he said, noting that 
Monroe County received .30 
inches of rain in June and over 
11 inches in July. Here in Fulton 
County, according to Kentucky 
Mesonet, 1.07 inches of rain fell 
in June and 2.74 inches in July, 
after only receiving less than an 
inch in May. 

Comer touched on a variety of 
topics and different agencies his 
office handles on a daily basis 
including the Environmental 
Protection Agency, animal rights 
activists, commodity groups, 
pork producers, cattleman’s 
association, and Farm Bureau. 
He also mentioned the only 
avenue for farmers during 
the drought, at this time, is 
through emergency loans from 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture. “Congress still 
hasn’t passed a farm bill,” he 
added, “I don’t know when that 
will happen, but it is not looking

The mission of Discovery 
Park of America is to entertain, 
educate and enrich the educa¬ 
tional experience of children and 
adults in the area. Currently un¬ 
der construction in Union City, 
Tenn., the facility set on a 50- 
acre site will offer a world-class 
educational experience focused 
on nature, science, technology, 
history, and art.

The 
100,000 square foot building, 
which is the centerpiece of the 
site, is starting to take shape and 
can be seen from the roadway 
on US 51. 

It was evident that the facil¬ 
ity with its futuristic design will 
inspire everyone to see beyond 
their current level of knowledge, 
complete with its nine galleries. 
“We don’t like to call it a mu¬ 
seum because it is not going to 
be static like a museum,” Snider 
stated. “There will be a definite 
wow factor and it has been cre¬ 
ated to entertain people. We 
want them to come back.” 

Each of the nine galleries will 


contain different exhibits. “One 
of the galleries will be a trav¬ 
eling gallery,” explained Sch¬ 
neider. “We will be able to bring 
in traveling exhibits and it is be¬ 
ing constructed to Smithsonian 
standards.” 

Schneider also touched on the 
landscaping including a huge 
water feature flowing north and 
south complete with bridges. 
Not only will your sense of sight 


be pleasing by the beautiful gar¬ 
den areas, but an amphitheater 
is also being constructed to pro¬ 
vide an area for beautiful music. 
A great lawn will be available 
for outdoor exhibits and dis¬ 
plays. One of the gardens will be 
a Japanese garden and the other 
a more formal English garden, 
located on the north side.

Women picking apples discover 
pet cemetery in Madrid Bend

A quick investigation by 
Kentucky and Lake County 
authorities determined that 
homemade headstones and 
bones discovered just across 
the state line in Madrid Bend 
last Friday (July 27) were the 
cemetery of a pet lover. 

Investigator Joe Vernon of 
the Lake County Sheriff’s 
Department said they received 
a call from some women who 
were picking apples near 
an abandoned house on the 
Tennessee-Kentucky state 
line when they saw bones and 
thought they might be of human 
origin. 

The news hit the social media 
networks quickly and there were 
rumors that human remains had 
been found. 

Vernon said the Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Department was 
contacted and both departments 
responded along with the 
Kentucky State Police. 

Headstones with names like 
“Patching, Marilyn, Wooly 


Bully, Jessica, and B.J.” were 
visible along with bones at 
several locations. 

There were two angels around 
one grave and a poem etched in 
stone by another. 

Vernon said Kentucky 
authorities were able to 
determine the same day that 
they were animal bones. 

Vernon said authorities 
believe the animals belonged 
to the late Teresa Whitson who 
lived just across the highway 
and died approximately two 
months ago.

Ed Whitfield votes to extend 
current tax relief for all Americans

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
- U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield, (KY- 
01), Chairman of the House 
Subcommittee on Energy and 
Power, today voted in support 
of H.R. 8, the Job Protection 
and Recession Prevention Act 
of 2012, a bill that will extend 
the current tax rates for all 
Americans. 

“After 41 consecutive months 
of nationwide unemployment at 
or above 8 percent, we should not 
increase taxes on any American, 
especially small business owners 
trying to create jobs,” Whitfield 
said. “For our economy to 
get back on track, and for this 
great nation to thrive, we must 
provide families and businesses 
certainty that they will not be 
hit with a massive tax increase 
at the beginning of next year. I 
have always, and still believe 
that Washington has a spending 
problem, not a revenue problem. 
We need to look for ways to 
cut spending, not raise taxes as 
President Obama would like us 
to do.” 

Since the House of 
Representatives passed this bill, 
the Senate must take up and pass 
H.R 8, and President Obama 
must sign it, or millions of 
Americans will face an increase 
in their taxes. For example, if 


the Senate does not act: 

• Personal income tax on all 
wage earners will increase by 
3-5%, including those Small 
Business Owners who file as 
individual business. 

• Capital Gains tax rates will 
increase from 15% to 23.8% 

• Dividend tax rates will 
increase from 15% to as much 
as 45% 

• Estate Taxes will increase 
from 35% to 55%, and the 
exemption will decrease from 


$5 million to $1 million 

• Marriage Penalty relief will 
expire and the average couple 
will pay $600 more per year in 
taxes 

• Adoption credits would be 
lost (today there is a $10,000 
exemption for those families 
who are adopting children), and 
the 

• Child Tax Credit will be 
reduced from $1,000 to $500, 
costing every American family 
with children more in taxes

Augustine Browder settles in part 
of Hickman County which would 
later become Fulton County 


Augustine (Austin) Browder, 
son of Isham Browder and 
Rachel Slayden (daughter of 
John Slayden and Susanna 
Hodges of Goochland County, 
Virginia) was born 11-18-1803 
in Hopkins County, Kentucky 
and died 12-31-1873 in Fulton 
County, Kentucky. He married 
Arena Jackson, daughter of 
Beckley Jackson and Martha 
Brown of Hopkins County, 
Kentucky on 6-16-1831. 

Austin Browder, with his 
brother, David, settled in the 
extreme southwestern part 
of Hickman County in 1825, 
buying their land from the state 
of Kentucky for 250 per acre. 
They built log cabins in the 
wilderness and were pioneer 
settlers of the area, which in 
1845 became Fulton County. 
Their father, Isham Browder, a 
Revolutionary War soldier, is 
buried on Austin’s farm and the 
grave is marked by Kentucky 
Historical Highway Marker 
No. 973. Of the 160 acres that 
Austin bought, the western 880 
acres has always been owned by 
one of the descendants. 

Austin was a leading citizen 
of the Palestine Community 
and helped organize and build 
Palestine Methodist Church 
in 1834. His land was about 
one mile south of the church. 
His son, John, married Matilda 
Baker, daughter of Enoch 
Baker of Gardner, Tennessee, 
a Methodist minister who also 
helped establish Palestine 
Church. 

His children were: Thomas; 
Martha Ann, married William 
Kerby; James M., married 
Ellen Bowers; John, married 
Matilda Baker; Isham, married 
first Alice McFall, second Alice 
Pewitt; William, killed in Battle 
of Atlanta; Mary Jane; Andrew 
Jackson, killed in Battle of 
Shiloh; Louis T., married 
Deanie Kelly; Pleasant, married 
first Mattie Brown, second 
Bettie Beasley; and George 
L., married Addie Perry. All 
of these are buried at Palestine 
except William and Andrew. 
John and Isham also served in 
the Confederate Army during 
the Civil War. 

John Browder’s children were 
William, Marion, Joe, Enoch, 
Sara (Sallie), Martha (Mattie), 


Leighmon, Mary Alice, May, 
Charley, Ruby and Lerlyne. 
Joe, Enoch and Leighmon were 
prominent farmers in the Fulton 
area. Joe and Enoch were 
partners in the tobacco buying 
business and later in milling. Joe 
Browder was a trustee of the First 
Methodist Church of Fulton and 
instrumental in the construction 
of the present church building. 
He was a director of the City 
National Bank, on the Board 
of Education, Mayor of Fulton 
and a leader in many civic 
organizations. Enoch Browder 
was an active supporter of 4- 
H Clubs and county agents 
and was a director of the City 
National Bank and an official 
of the First Methodist Church. 
Enoch’s son, Leon, was also 
a civic and church leader in 
Fulton. Sallie Browder married 
William Baliss House, son of 
William House of Henry County, 
Tennessee and Lydia Bard. 
Their farm was near Fulton. 
Their children were Lydia, who 
died young, and Eunie Vivian 
who married Lee Massie of 
McCracken County, Kentucky 
in 1918. The Massies had 
two daughters, Sara Lee, who 
married first James Robertson, 
second William Thomas 
Powers. Martha Sue married 
Henry Coffman Thomas. Sallie 
Browder House married second 
T.N. Smith. In 1901 they built 
their home at 309 Eddings and 
members of the family lived at 
this location until the death of 
Eunie Massie in 1971. 

Sara Lee and the late Tommie 
Powers have two children: 
Patricia Sue, who married Gerald 
Armes - they live in Dallas, 
Texas and have a daughter, 
Jennifer; Richard Lee, who is 
an engineer in Saudi Arabia. 
Sara Lee lives in Washington, 
Indiana and is office manager 
for an electrical firm. 

Martha Sue and Henry 
Thomas have one daughter, 
Elisabeth Lee, who married 
Jackson Luther Austin. The 
Austins have two sons - Brant 
and Mark. The Henry Thomases 
live in Lubbock, Texas, where 
he is Chairman of the Physics 
Department at Texas Tech 
University. The Austins live in 
Los Angeles, California.

good right now.” 

A former FFA State President 
(21 years ago), Comer noted the 
importance of FFA chapters in 
all Kentucky schools and how 
they shape the young people 
to become our leaders of the 
future. Annagrace Ligons, Vice 
President, and Jessica Mathis, 
Reporter, both officers of Fulton 
County’s FFA chapter were in 
the audience with their sponsor, 
Justin Suttles listening to Comer. 
“The future of agriculture is 
very bright because we have 
some of the sharpest young 
people in leadership positions 
in FFA chapters and 4-H clubs 
around the state,” he said. 
“They go on to local colleges 
to study agriculture and we are 
going to do everything we can 
to get them to come back to 
their communities after they get 
through with their education and 
be involved in the production of 


agriculture. We need more young 
people to go into farming.” 

“Agricultural communities 
like Fulton County are the 
greatest stewards of the soil,” 
stated Comer. “Farmers are the 
greatest caretakers of animals in 
the world and this is a message 
in the world that they don’t 
always get. We in agriculture 
spend a lot of time working out 
in the field and doing our thing, 
feeding the world.” 

He feels that members of the 
agricultural community need 
to be on the offensive side 
when telling their story instead 
of on the defense, defending 
themselves against negative 
stories. Comer wants to stress the 
positive points of agriculture. 

“A farmer is a hero, just like 
the military personnel and the 
first responders because we 
have to eat and our farmers are 
doing a great job,” he noted. 


“Even though they are faced 
with many challenges.” 

“There are lots of challenges 
in the department,” stated State 
Representative Steven Rudy, 
“including fuel inspections. It 
is the largest regulatory agency 
in the state. We have someone 
in the position who understands 
the budget and the important of 
agriculture.” Rudy was traveling 
with Comer in the first house 
district last week. Comer was 
state representative for 11 years 
and Rudy is now serving the 
state in his eighth year as State 
Representative. Later in the 
day they traveled to Hickman, 
Carlisle, and Ballard counties. 

Comer’s office hopes to 
implement a weekly email by 
September 1 to further educate 
those in the state about the Ag 
Commissioner’s office and 
what is going on in Kentucky 
agriculture.

Discovery 

American garden will be lo¬ 
cated on the south side of the 
grounds, and will be available 
for weddings. 

When you enter the main build¬ 
ing of Discovery Park there is a 
tower that provides an observa¬ 
tion area for everyone to view 
the grounds and northwest Ten¬ 
nessee from 150 feet above the 
park. A large atrium, with a 90- 
foot ceiling, is also an attractive 
feature. 

Snider shared slides of the 
current construction going on 
and also one of the site plan, 
which includes a map of the en¬ 
tire 50-acre site and what it will 
look like upon completion. He 
pointed out the historic farm, 
which will include several log 
cabins that is growing as the 
construction progress continues. 
“It will depict what rural farm 
life was back in the 1800s,” 
he said, “Complete with a log 
house, barns, and outbuildings.” 
A farm equipment barn is an¬ 
other attraction and will display 
all kinds of antique farm equip¬ 
ment. 

A working gristmill is also 
part of the elaborate park, 
complete with grinding stones, 
wheels and gears, all from an 
early 1800s gristmill. “It will be 
at the head of the water feature,” 
continued Snider. “There will 
be a blacksmith shop and other 
craft areas.” 

The replica of a train depot 
complete with train cars is an¬ 
other highlight and the main 
street area will include several 
buildings and will be represen¬ 
tative of an early 1900s main 
street era. 

“Another building will focus 
on America’s independence,” 
stated Schneider. “It will be 
called Liberty Hall and will 
include a replica of the Liberty 
Bell, several pairings and docu¬ 
ments that are associated with 
America’s independence.” 

Other amenities include meet¬ 
ing venues, cafe, gift shop, a 
church from the 1800s, unusual 
artifacts, automobiles from each 
decade since the automobile 
was invented, and classrooms. 
Classrooms are important, as 
the facility is being constructed 


to educate children with nine 
main galleries enticing them to 
explore and learn at the same 
time. “The nine areas focused on 
by the facility include regional 
history, culinary arts, transpor¬ 
tation, Native Americans, sci¬ 
ence, energy, enlightenment, 
and natural history,” remarked 
Snider. 

Dinosaurs, which are a fa¬ 
vorite for the young and old 
alike, will be in the natural his¬ 
tory area. Aquariums, including 
some that resemble Reelfoot 
Lake and have a tunnel for chil¬ 
dren to crawl through and pop 
up in the middle of the aquari¬ 
um will delight visitors. “Lots 
of hands on displays for chil¬ 
dren to touch and learn in the 
aquarium and terrarium will be 
available,” he said. 

Continuing with knowledge 
of history in the area, an in¬ 
door theatre will simulate an 
earthquake. “Everyone will be 
able to feel all the vertical and 
horizontal movements from an 
earthquake,” said Snider, “in¬ 
cluding sounds from the wind 
and water. It should be quite an 
experience.” 

Story telling areas, civil war 
and military information, rep¬ 
licas of historic items, an air¬ 
plane, and dinosaurs will add 
to the educational experience. A 
T-rex stands at its actual life size 
and has been constructed for the 
children to view. 

Another educational tool in¬ 
cludes a globe that is six-feet in 
diameter and is equipped with 
projection screens to enable 
everyone to see anything that 
is taking place on the earth at 
that time. “If there is a hurricane 
happening somewhere, you will 
be able to see,” he said. “It can 
also be programmed to show 
how the earth has changed over 
time.” 

A 60-foot replica of the hu¬ 
man body is on the second level 
and children can go up to the 
third level and climb in through 
the arm, enter a globe area, and 
then slide down a 30-foot slide 
to the second level. “There is 
plenty of room for everyone,” 
added Snider. 

With the main focus on edu-

eating children, a variety of en¬ 
ticing areas are being developed 
including areas to climb in, dress 
up, have story time, displays 
and antique toys, and hands 
on items for kids to play with. 
“They can move water through 
a giant screw, play with docks, 
dams, locks, a big bubble ma¬ 
chine,” he said. “While playing 
they can learn the concepts be¬ 
hind some of these things at the 
same time, including the senses 
of sight, sound and smell.” 

They are holding five acres 
and have offered it to the State 
of Tennessee in hopes they will 
construct a welcome/visitors 
center. It is located near 1-69, 
which is currently under con¬ 
struction and needs additional 
funding to complete. 

Lunding for the multi-million 
dollar facility is being provided 
by the Robert E. and Jenny D. 
Kirkland Loundation. “The 
Kirklands have donated $60 
million to construct the facil¬ 
ity and they will provide two to 
three million more each year to 
keep upgrading the facility. We 
also have other corporate spon¬ 
sors and individual contributors, 
as well,” explained Snider. 

“This is going to be a world 
class facility,” he said. “By the 
time we get through I think 
we will have $100 million dol¬ 
lars in the project and it will be 
something that everyone can 
be proud of. We hope all the 
children who enter through our 
doors will leave with smiles on 
their faces.” 

CRP participants may 
request authorization 
to conduct emergency 
haying or grazing of 
CRP acres 

The USDA Larm Service 
Agency (ESA) announces the 
opportunity for Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) 
participants to request 
authorization to conduct 
emergency haying or grazing 
on specific CRP acres. 
Authorization is based on a U. 
S. Drought Monitor designation 
of DO or higher for Hickman/ 
Pulton Counties on or after 
July 19, 2012. Eligible 
producers who are interested 
in applying for approval to 
conduct Emergency Haying or 
Grazing of CRP land located in 
Hickman/Fulton Counties must 
request and obtain individual 
written approval from FSA 
before any haying or grazing 
starts. Participants will be 
assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental 
payment for the acres actually 
hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants 
are required to submit a request 
to FSA and obtain a modified 
conservation plan to hay and/ 
or graze under emergency 
provisions. The same acres 
may not be hayed and grazed

Exploring the Great Outdoors with Cory Ramsey 


If hell has a buffet table, surely squirrel and 
dumplings are chief fare. I can still remember the 
taste. Or, more specifically, the aftertaste. Kind 
of a dishwater tinge if one where a connoisseur 
of fine dishwaters. It was the only time I saw my 
Dad cook, save for a NASCAR race breakfast 
one year. Mom refused the preparation of tree rats 
but nonetheless allowed for use of the kitchen. 
Even the best kitchen couldn’t improve that main 
course though. 

Obvious that we had at least been successful 
in the woods that particular morning. Squirrel 
hunting had been an August pastime for as long 
as I can remember. Longer than I 
was able to even carry a gun into 
the woods. I can recall one such 
humid morning in the mid 80s 
when I was five or six. Dad and 
I had pulled up in Bill Ramsey’s 
yard off of Myron Cory Drive and 
proceeded with the preparations. 

Honey Buns, check. Mountain 
Dews, check. Skeeter Dope, 
check. The spray down of the 
dope is a memory of the senses. 

The hiss of the spray and smell of 
the repellant as it fell sticky on the 
face. The weird taste as some of it 
went in my mouth. The buzz of a 
mosquito wanting to indulge but 
repelled by the very substance I 
was now covered in. A heck of a 
tradeoff. 

Matching camo outfits complete 
down to the boots, we headed off 
into the thick green late summer’s growth of the 
woods. Dew sticking to our pants legs along side 
cacaburs and enough pollen to turn the green 
fabric yellow. Spider webs every three feet or so, 
the disgruntled spider now crawling around on 
one of us, much to my dismay. We would head 
back, half silently, to trees Dad had hunted for 
years, still producing the same oak and hickory 
and pecan treats they had for decades of squirrels. 
I say half silently because I always managed to 
step on every stick God had lain in the woods. 
Apparently there was a trick to this sort of walk, 
one that was opposite of how I had learned just 
four years earlier. Back then, it was “heel first, 


toe last.” But hunters walk was “toe first, heel last.” 
Right. No matter what part of the foot I used, a loud 
“crack” would send wiggly tails hopping branches 
high above us into the holes of the trees and a look 
from the hunter in front of me. 

Eventually, we’d settle in underneath a big tree 
where a few squirrels were having a field day with 
the bounty. You could hear them cutting on the 
nuts and see them jump branch to branch. After 
they would get the goods out of it, they would hurl 
the shell down to the ground, knocking leaves and 
braches and just making a bunch of noise on the 
way down, a loud “thump” as it hit the ground (or 
one of us!). Somehow I wondered 
why the animals would run at my 
little twig breaking, but not at 
World War III going on here.

At 
least I hadn’t scared him to death, 
I guess. Dad jerked his head at 
me. “Why’d you do that?” I was 
still thinking about the eyes of that 
thing. Dad was undeterred, and went off after this 
sandwich worth of meat, sticking his arm elbow 
deep in the hole. After about ten seconds, the efforts 
were fruitless (meatless) as no squirrel was found. 
No more screaming in the forest, check. 

We probably got our limit that day, and have 
gotten our limit since, Dad still making the yearly 
trip into the woods and me going with him when 
I get the chance. But nothing replaces those early 
moments in the woods, the memories, and God 
help, the taste of squirrels.

August is National Immunization Awareness 
Month, shots available at local health departments 


August is being observed as 
National Immunization Aware¬ 
ness Month in an effort to high¬ 
light the importance and contin¬ 
ued benefits of immunizations. 

“Making sure children are im¬ 
munized is crucial in protecting 
the health and welfare of Ken¬ 
tuckians,” said Dr. Steve Davis, 
acting commissioner for public 
health. “Immunizations protect 
against illnesses such as mea¬ 
sles, polio, whooping cough, 
influenza, chickenpox and teta¬ 
nus. It’s vital that we recognize 
the importance of vaccinating 
against these illnesses, or we 
run the risk of seeing rates of 
these diseases increase. Every 
parent should become knowl¬ 
edgeable about vaccines, how 
they prevent disease and when 
their child should be vaccinat¬ 
ed.” 

Dawna Fields, registered 
nurse at the Fulton County 
Health Department in Fulton 
and Deborah Barnes, registered 
nurse in Hickman, agree with 
Dr. Davis. “It is important for 


all children to receive the nec¬ 
essary immunizations,” stated 
Fields, who is also the nursing 
supervisor and site manager for 
the Fulton County Health Cen¬ 
ters. 

The health centers provide 
services Monday-Friday by ap¬ 
pointment for those needing 
vaccines. “Vaccines are pro¬ 
vided by the health department 
for children without insurance,” 
explained Fields. “Also to those 
who have insurance that does 
not pay for immunizations, and 
to those who have Medicaid. 
The cost of vaccines to those 
without Medicaid is based on 
the number of people living in 
the household and the house¬ 
hold income.: 

The Kentucky Immunization 
Program provides the following 
general guidelines for vaccina¬ 
tions: 

• Everyone over the age of six 
months should receive a sea¬ 
sonal flu shot every year. Those 
individuals in close contact with 
an infant should receive a Tdap 


(tetanus, diphtheria and pertus¬ 
sis) vaccination. 

• Young children from birth 
to age six years need a series of 
vaccines to protect against sev¬ 
eral diseases such as measles, 
polio, whooping cough, chick¬ 
enpox and hepatitis. 

•Adolescents need immuni¬ 
zations to help protect against 
tetanus, diphtheria, whooping 
cough and meningitis at age 11 
or 12. 

Protection received from 
childhood vaccines decreases 
over time. Preteens, teens and 
adults may need to be revacci¬ 
nated, even if they were com¬ 
pletely vaccinated as children.

under the same emergency 
designation. Emergency haying 
or grazing is not allowed within 
120 feet of any stream or water 
body. Specified portions of each 
field or contiguous fields must 
be left or grazed with limited 
stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing 
is restricted to specific practices 
that are 12 months past being 
determined as fully established 
by the agency. Introduced 
and permanent native grass 


practices enrolled under general 
CRP practice eligibility are 
among those eligible practices. 
Participants shall not start any 
haying or grazing activity until 
individual written approval is 
received for the CRP contract 
request. Approved haying 
authorization will end not later 
than August 31 st . Approved 
grazing authorization will end 
no later than September 30 th . 

To take advantage of the 


emergency haying and 
grazing provisions, approved 
participants can use the CRP 
acreage for their own livestock 
or may grant another livestock 
producer use of the CRP acreage 
for the purpose of haying or 
grazing.

Major Alaska Adventure: Part I

Flying Wild Alaska. Alaska 
State Troopers. Ice Road 
Truckers. Gold Rush Alaska. 
This summer Rick and I had 
the opportunity to see firsthand 
what everyone loves to watch 
on television. We had the 
opportunity to drive the “Haul 
Road” and fly into remote areas 
of Alaska to help begin building 
Brooks Range Bible Camp. The 
journey began long before this 
summer though. This is the fourth 
year that Rick has led a team to 
Alaska to do construction work 
and the second summer that I 
have participated. The original 
construction project introduced 
Rick to Mike Roub, pastor of 
the Chickaloon Community 
Bible Church. Mike is not only 
the pastor of the Chickaloon 
Community Bible Church 
but also a ministry partner 
with Kingdom Air Corps, 
headquartered in Chickaloon. 
Over the last few years the 
relationship has grown and last 
fall Mike invited Rick and me to 
come up to Alaska a week before 
our already scheduled trip in 
July and help with building new 
facilities for the Brooks Range 
Bible Camp. After determining 
that we could make this work 
with scheduling, we happily 
agreed. 

Our real adventure began 
on June 25. Our travel plans 
took us from St. Louis through 
Minneapolis and then on to 
Anchorage. We arrived in 
Anchorage after midnight and 
were picked up by Mike and 
his wife, Jody. Chickaloon is 
located about 70 miles northeast 
of Anchorage and we finally 
pulled in at about 3:00 a.m. 
After a few hours of sleep, we 
woke up to find out what the 
plan was for us during our stay. 

After a morning of making 
sandwiches (lots of sandwiches) 
and building pumps and 
shower buckets, we drove 
over to Kingdom Air Corps 
headquarters and received a full 
tour of the facilities. Kingdom 
Air Corps’ mission is to “prepare 
missionary pilots and mechanics 
for ‘real world’ missionary 
environments.” As a part of this 
mission each summer, Kingdom 
Air Corps puts on Brooks Range 
Bible Camp. The camp is held 
in the Brooks Range in northern 
Alaska above the Arctic Circle. 
Young pilots and missionaries 
are given the opportunity to 
practice flying in less than ideal 
conditions and at the same time 
to practically minister to young 
people living in remote Alaska. 
Brooks Range Bible Camp lasts 
two weeks and ministers to 
mostly native Alaskan youth. 
The first week is for elementary 
age students and the second is 
for high school students. The 
camp is provided at no cost to 
the youth and all transportation 
is provided by Kingdom Air 
Corps and its partners. 

Our real job was to drive 
a trailer filled with supplies 
from Chickaloon up the Parks 
Highway through Fairbanks on 
to the Dalton Highway to our 
final destination of Coldfoot, 
Alaska. Upon arriving at 
Coldfoot, we were to go to the 
airport and begin unloading the 
trailer so that the supplies could 
be loaded onto small planes for 
transport to the actual camp 
location about 50 miles away at 
Crevice Creek. We were to be 
joined by two college students, 
Kate and Bobby, who were 
working as camp staff in Sutton, 
Alaska, at Eagle Crest Camp. 
Kate and Bobby pulled a second 
trailer loaded with lumber to 
Coldfoot. Earlier in the year, 
when everything was still 
frozen up in Alaska, volunteers 
with Kingdom Air Corps had 
driven approximately 30,000 
pounds of lumber and other 
supplies up the same route and 
then transported them to an air 
strip near the new camp location 
with snow machines. These 
supplies also had to be loaded 
into airplanes and transported to 
the Bible Camp. 

We began the drive late in 
the afternoon and arrived in 
Fairbanks around 1:00 a.m. 
After staying the night in a cabin 
owned by friends of the Roubs, 
we made the required Walmart 
and Sam’s Club run for the last 
supplies and then met up with 
Kate and Bobby to continue the 
trip north. Shortly after leaving 
Fairbanks that afternoon, we 
found that we no longer had 
any cell phone service. At about 
9:45 p.m. we crossed the Yukon 
River. After stopping for a bit of 
gas at $5.30 per gallon for the 
other van and to use a pay phone 
to call for help for some men 
stranded down the road with a 
broken fuel pump, we continued 
on toward Coldfoot. At 2:00 
a.m. we pulled into the Coldfoot 
airport and made our beds in the 
trailer on top of the supplies. 

The next morning we made 
our way over to the Coldfoot 
truck stop, which has the 
distinction of being referred 


to as the “Northernmost truck 
stop in the world,” for breakfast 
where we met up with Mike who 
had flown his small plane up the 
night before. After breakfast 
we began unloading supplies 
for loading onto the Cessna 
206s that would move them to 
the campsite. Before we could 
begin loading, 38 sheets of OSB 
had to be sawed exactly in half 
into 2x8 sheets so that they 
would fit into the planes. That 
job took most of the morning 
and at about 4:00 p.m. the first 
plane arrived. After cramming 
coolers, food, sleeping bags, 
backpacks, and other sundry 
items into the plane, Rick, Kate, 
and I crammed ourselves into 
the plane with Dwayne King, 
founder of Kingdom Air Corps, 
at the controls. We left Bobby to 
help with the loading as more 
planes arrived later. 

Our next stop was Paradise 
Valley, a small private airstrip, 
where we dropped off Rick to 
help with loading of supplies 
from that location. Kate and 
I continued on with Dwayne 
to Crevice Creek where we 
began unloading supplies. At 
this time of year in northern 
Alaska it really never gets dark 
so from about 5:00 p.m. until 
about 1:00 a.m. we unloaded 
planeload after planeload of 
lumber and supplies by hand 
from the planes. When it was 
clear that everyone was getting 
tired, Rick and I were shown 
to our sleeping quarters: a 206 
Cessna with the seats removed. 
After donning our mosquito 
head nets and climbing into our 
sleeping bags, we slept for a few 
hours in the company of about a 
thousand mosquitoes! 

The next morning, 
June 29 th , the fifteen volunteers 
at Crevice Creek gathered for 
breakfast of oatmeal and coffee 
and a group devotion time 
before continuing to unload 
planes and begin building the 
facilities. Camp was to begin 
on July 11 and the team only 
had twelve days to clear trees, 
build outhouses, a shower 
house, the main lodge/mess 
hall, six sleeping tents, and 
staff quarters. Work began early 
with a couple of volunteers 
assembling the outhouses that 
they had precut in Chickaloon. 
At the same time, Mike began 


cutting trees and brush and 
others continued to unload 
planes full of lumber, tents, a 
cook stove, and tools. About 
10:00 p.m. that night, Rick and 
I were flown back to Coldfoot 
so that we would be ready to 
leave the next day for the drive 
back down the Dalton and Parks 
Highways to Chickaloon. On 
Saturday, June 30, we enjoyed 
a last breakfast at the Coldfoot 
truck stop and helped load the 
last three planeloads of supplies 
for the final flights to Crevice 
Creek before we began the trip 
back south. 

We finally arrived in 
Chickaloon in the wee hours 
of the morning on Sunday, July 
1. The rest of the team from 
home was scheduled to arrive 
in Anchorage at 12:45 a.m. on 
July 2 so on Sunday morning 
we continued on to Anchorage 
to attend worship service at 
Calvary Baptist Church and to 
visit with friends from Fulton 
County who recently moved to 
Anchorage. After a few hours of 
visiting, a few loads of laundry, 
and a trip to the grocery to buy 
more supplies for the next week, 
we were ready to begin our next 
adventure in Alaska. 

It was wonderful to spend 
more time in Alaska, seeing 
more of the state and meeting 
so many people who are giving 
their lives to serve God. Rick 
and I both know that we have 
grown so much by being willing 
to go where God sends us and 
being obedient to Him. The 
Brooks Range Bible Camp was 
held July 11 through July 22 at 
the new facility. With the help 
of Facebook, we have been able 
to keep up with the camp and 
see pictures of the children who 
were able to attend. We are both 
thankful for the opportunity to 
be a small part of the ministry 
of Kingdom Air Corps and 
are looking forward to new 
adventures in the future. If you 
are interested in learning more 
about Kingdom Air Corps and 
its ministry, please see www.

The Lady Pilots volleyball 
team will open the regular 
season on Tuesday, Aug. 14 
at Carlisle County against 
the Lady Comets. “We were 
very successful against them 
last year,” stated Head Coach 
Mathew Dillon, “but we aren’t 
going into that game thinking it 
will be an easy victory for us.” 

The Lady Comets, like the 
Lady Pilots, are a young and 
growing team. “We need to take 
that into account next week,” 
he said after practice. “We are 
returning about seven of our 
team from last year, but we 
are also adding almost 10 new 
players, as well.” 

One of the key players 
returning this year is Junior 
Sarah Copeland. Copeland, who 
has been with the squad since 
her sixth grade year, was the 
defensive specialist playing as 
the liberio last year. The libero 
position was added to help 
the team foster more digs and 
rallies. She is also responsible 
for a great deal of the passing 
in service when receiving the 
ball. Often the libero will be 
accountable for a much greater 
part of the court than her 
teammates. 

Her play, along with the play 
of Casey Dowty, who was the 
lone senior on the squad last 
year, helped her team win six 
games. Other returning players 
adding to that successful year 
include Sarah Bradley, Marianna 
Harris, Jessica Mathews, Carlee 
Stafford, Holly Fletcher, and 
Abby Miller. 

A new dimension, which 


could factor in some more 
victories for the Lady Pilots, is 
some height from new players 
Leah Rash and Amy Langford. 
“They will definitely help us 
on the front row on offense 
and defense once they become 
acclimated with the game,” said 
Coach Dillon. “We hope to be 
right there in the thick of things 
with the other teams in our 
district.” 

Also new to the squad this year 
are Julia Cox, Linsey, Grissom, 
AnnaGregory Grissom, Carly 
McNeill, Darcy Patrick and 
Courtney Parris. 

The Lady Pilots have been 
working hard during the off¬ 
season to compete with last 
year’s district champions the 
Lady Bulldogs and the, always 
tough, Lady Falcons. “The Lady 
Bulldogs didn’t lose any players 
from last season when they 
won the district,” noted Coach 
Dillon. “The Lady Falcons, 
with returning specialist Senior 
Kennady Yarbro, will be right 
there with them.” 

To try to get a jump on this 
season the Lady Pilots worked 
on conditioning and held their 
own camp at the high school 
during the off-season. “We 
began conditioning at the end of 
the school year and have been 
practicing here at the school 
since mid July,” added Coach 
Dillon. 

“We did scrimmage the 
Lady Eagles of Graves County 
recently and I saw several good 
things and I also saw some 
things we need to work on,” he 
said.
